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Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 1 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the bent part" or "the pointed 

part". 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Ward 5,125,518. Ward teaches a commodity display device wall surface member 30. 
Note turning space with catching grooves at 64,66,68. Note catching protrusion bar at 
62. Note hanging shelf member 40 having a catching member. Note shelf element 70 
engaging with catching protrusion bar 62. 

Applicant's remarks have been carefully considered. Claim 1 has been 
amended. Claims 1-5 remain in the application. 

In paragraph 4 of applicant's remarks it is argued that the prior art of record does 
not teach two concave catching grooves. The examiner disagrees. Applicant's 
attention is directed to Figure 11. The top of the groove, the right side of the groove and 
the left side of the groove can all be seen as "catching grooves" since they catch 
essentially different surfaces of the hanging shelf member 70. 
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On page 5, paragraph 2 of applicant's remarks, it is asserted that there is no 
engagement projection on the hanging shelf member. Applicant's attention is drawn to 
Figure 5 and the engagement portion on element 70 (a little bump on the inside of the 
curve for engagement with the concave section 68 of the wall surface member.
